' This week has brought a new interest to 
picnic parties. since -blackberries have once 
more made their appearancé on the bushes. 
It is really marvellous how many pounds a 
half-dozen picnicers can gather in an hour or 
two; and the industrious housewife can trans- 
form them into most delicious jelly without 
much trouble. Jam is, of coursé, quitker to 
make. but the seeds are not very pleasant. 
and jelly is more popular. If you do not 
gather many blackberries then make up the 
weight by mixing with apples. Some people 
prefer this mixture to the jam made solely of 
blackberries, which is sometimes a bit 
“flat,” unless the fruit is in very good condi. 
tion. Blackberries alone require half their 
weight in sugar and three-quarters of an hour 
to Boil, but when mixed with apples more 
sugar is required.

Blackberry wine is a very old favourite, 
especially for children’s, parties, and now 
is the time to make it.

a correspondent. that all is 
the British film industry. 
The Cinematograph Films Act, which was 
intended as a measure ol protection for 
British pictures, does not seem to be work- 
ing out satisfactorily in practice. 
According to the Act, the American .com- 
panies who have the contro] of film dis- 
tribution in England obliged to 
inelugle a qu ita” of 10 pel cent. of 
british pictures in the films which they 
sell. All the pietures made in Englan:l, 
Lewever, ave not equally and the 
Americans soon SG that by selecting che 
worst for ‘quota’ and ignoring the 
best they would be able to strike an 
effective blow at. British competition. 
There is nothing in the Act to compel 
them to take the best pictures, and it is 
remarkable that the framers of this 
measure should not have ben able 
to foresee what was likely to happen. 
The British industry is now in the 
extraordinary position of being able to 
place its worst pictures, and unable 
to find a market for its best. The result 
is that 500 artists and other employéa are 
now being thrown out of work, and this, 
coming at a time when the transition from 
the silent to the talking film is in pro 
vress, cannot fail to have a disastrous 
effect on the makine ‘of pictures in 
Iingland. The British International 
Studios at Elstree, the largest film 
organisation in England, where Picca- 
dilly’ and the fine talking picture, 

Blackmail,’ were produced, have not 
succeeded this vear in getting a single 
picture accepted on the “ quota.’’ It is 
impossible to compete financially with 
Hollywood, so 1t would appear that we 
must take whatever it chooses to send. us. 4 
Where there are no decent British, French 
or German pictures to be seen, the cinema 
must rapidly become an institution where 
most imtelligent people will prefer to be 
lulled to sleep by the music. 


Ghe New Master Gunner. 


The position of Master Gunntr of St. 
James's Park, London, is now merely an 
honorary appointment, and carries with 
it ho official duties; but the post is, 
nevertheless, much coveted, and is still 
reckoned as one of the “ plums’’ open to 
officers of the Reyal Artillery.

ATC ussels. 


The crews of the French boats that 
visit our Western shores in search of cray- 
fish must think regretiully of tne 
thousands of mussels within the three- 
mile limit that would make their fortune 
if they could reach them. French people, 
more particularly Parisians, have an over- 
weening partiality for all shell-fish. As 
a rule French cooks put us to shame 
With their advantageous use of foods 
which we despise and will not eat, but 
for we are right. Almost all the 
mussel beds of England are now elosed, 
not because these particular mussel beds 
are specially prone to breed disease, but 
that all mussels gathered in estuaries 
(and mussels can be gathered nowhere 
else) are dangerous. The mussels now 
imported to England come from Holland 
and Ireland, and these also are under 
suspicion. Agitation*is being made that 
all mussels sold in England shal] 
delivered in bags bearing seals with the 
date of their release from purification 
tanks, done in the Ministry of 
Fisheries Shell Fish Research Station in 
Conway, Wales. 

One seldom mussels on sale in 
which testifies our health 
prejudice regarding them.

A “CITY AND COUNTY” HALL.

Air Force, won the Schneider Trophy at 
the terrific speed of 328.63 miles an hour. 
Warrait-Officer Tomaso Dal Molin, of the 
Italian team, took second .place with a 
speed of 284.20 miles. In his fourth lap 
Flying-Offcer R. L. R. Atcherley, of the 
English team, reached a speed of 3352.49 
miles an hour—the greatest speed that 
man ever bas achieved on earth, in the 
air or in the waters under the earth. 
Thus the Schneider Trophy race of 1929 
has resulted in a magnificent victory for 
British science, skill and courage, and 
marks another notable advance in the 
progress of aviation. The Trophy has 
been won four times by Great Britain, 
three times by Italy, twice by the United 
States and once by France. Sixteen years 
ago the first race was flown at’a speed of 
forty-six miles an hour. Thereafter the 
rate was raised by successive bounds till, 
in 1927, it réached 281 miles an hour ; and 
now Flying-Officer Waghorn has increased 
that speed by 47 miles. Furthermore, 
both he and Flying-Officer Atcherley have 
surpassed the speed of 3185 miles an hour, 
to which Major M. de Bernardi, the 
Italian airman, attained last year on a 
straight course at the Lido. Science has 
made an important contribution to this 
victory. Every incident in the air has a 
lesson for the aeroplane constructor; and 
genius and industry conspired to invest 
the Rolls-Royce Supermarines with the 
lightness necessary for enormous speed and 
the strength necessary’ for resistance to 
enormous strains. Yet our admiration for 
the machines is eclipsed by our admira- 
tion for the men. Every one of them—as 
he knew well—was pitting his wits against 
a dozen forms of death, In these racing 
machines most of the ordinary safeguards 
are sacrificed to speed. The slightest 
mishap may involve instant annihilation. 
Flight at hundreds of miles an hour 
requires from the airman not only daunt- 
less courage and a perfect interplay of 
hand, eye and brain, but physical 
endurance of the highest order. The 
Solent course of seven laps, for instance, 
had four corners—twenty-eight turns in 
all. If the airmen flew wide at these 
corners, they would lose time; taking 
them closely, they risked loss of conscious- 
ress through the tremendous pressure of 
With a gay coolness, “ like noble 
boys at play.” they dared a thousand 
dangers for the honour of their service and 
their country ; and, happily, no Icarus was 
doomed to give bis name to a new sea. 
The public will join the gallant, though 
defeated, Italians in equal praise with 
their English competitors. Deprived of 
one of their finest flyers and much 
hampered by accidents and delay, the 
Italian airmen showed the true temper of 
their ancestor, Mettus Curtius. The six 
lives were precious to two nations, but last 
Saturday's display of ‘‘ the piece of work '' 
that man is, at his best, was worth the 
risk. Not only the progress of science is 
at stake: chivalry and the gust of 
adventure will draw fresh inspiration from 
the deeds of the Bayards of the air. It is 
in such exploits that these enduring im- 
pulses of human nature will find their 
food when civilisation has abolished war.

Men and Manners. 


As a genealogist and heraldic expert, 


the late Mr. A. C. Fox-Davies may 
be said to have revolutionised heraldic 
practice in these countries. Unweary- 
ing during a long life-time, he 
warred against those pretences of 
exalted connections with which uncounted 
obscure persons and families seek 


to ennoble themselves in the public eye. 
He published a great book, entitled 
* Armorial Families,” in which he sought 
to provide an exhaustive “directory of 
gentlemen of coat-armour’’; and, since 
he verified the credentials of every family 
which he admitted to his record, his wotk 
served as a purge, and destroyed many a 
claim to ancient pedigree and to armigerous 
rank. Thé posthumous appearance of a 
seventh, and completely revised, edition of 
“this standard volume affords an instructive 
view of society in transition, and suggests 
many speculations. There are few to-day 
who are masters of the subtle grammar 
of heraldry. Few could define augmenta- 
tion or explain why, the dexter quartering 
of a shield appears at the left-hand side of 
the design. Nevertheless, spurious family 
claims abound un every hand, and it fell 
to Mr. Fox-Davies to correct hundreds of 
false assumptions. He demonstrated the 
relative rarity of proven ancient descent. 
We read that only sixteen English families 
can be shown to date back in unbroken 
Jine to Saxon times; only thirty-five more 
are traceable back to the generation of the 
Conquest, and less than two hundred 
families are known to have taken their 
rise in Plantagenet times. 

While relatively few ancient claims 
stand the test of investigation, the heralds 
still are kept busy legitimate 
recourse to their art. Recent grants ol 
arms are numerous ; confirmations of early 
grauts stil] are sought. It is easy to 
conder.» the ritual of arms as snobbery 
or picturesque folly, but where heraldry 
is practised with the stringency of a Fox- 
Davies it performs a valuable office. It 
banishes vain claims, checks vulgarity and 
roots a man’s dignity in something larger 
than himself. It forbids the smug self- 
satisfaction of the self-made man and the 
arrogance of the upstart. We may welcome 
as no bad sign of the times the anxiety of 
many to exhibit s, abols that recall the 
generations of the past and signify a 
heritage which must be guarded for the 
enjoyment of the future. “Where the 
service of family replaces the services, of 
self. the virtues of austerity, thrift and 
self-sacrifice will be cultivated. The State 
can count on loyalty and social sta. .lity 
where family pride is strong. The rise 
and fall of families in time has been 
expedited of late by economic upheaval 
and an almost revolutionary transforma- 
tion of society. It is good to believe that, 
amid so much that’ is saddening, the old |

lays its spell on the new families, and 
promises to subdue society once more to 
its old mould. 
Under the old-time organisation of 
society in the Celtic regions dignity was 
dependent on kinship instead of on the 
transmission. of landed property, and 
family records were. determined by other 
criteria than those which govern English 
genealogy. For this reason Mr. Fox- 
Davies resigned the Celtic field of research 
to other experts. Had he explored it, he 
would have discovered that the clan system 
in former ages, and racial rivalry in latter 
times, resulted in such genera] cultivation 
of family records, as to render humble and 
noble equally familiar with their ancestral 
rank. A small farmer could tel) what 
fields his forebears tilled three hundred 
years earlier; a shop-boy could tell how 
his ancestor was among the besieged ol

Derry. This concern for antiquity has 
passed from Ireland in late times; 
and its loss must be counted as an 
almost unmitigated injury. The social 


flux which is so palpable in recent Enylish 
history has been accentuated in Ireland 
by open revolution. The amenities of 
polished society have suffered an almost 
mortal shock. We look in vain in leland 
for those tendencies which embarrass the 
armorial worker in England, ‘he new; 
citizen, celebrating the civic glory of his 
capital by dancing to ‘‘ jazz’’ music in a 
trellis-work ballroom, seems to be wholly 


careless of his ancestry. We could endure 


the ridiculous and snobbish aspects of 


armorial pride if the new Ireland could 
be brought to a respect for the past once 
more. Then we might hope, as the genera- 
tion listened with pleasure to the courteous 
discourse and the sweet voices of the old, 
that the dignities of the past would be 
emulated, and that not al! that our fathers 
enjoyed would be lost to our children, 


The Servarts’ Charter. 


A new code, regulating all possible 
ramifications of domestic service, will 
come before the German Reichstag at its 
next session. This code, which is called 
popularly the ‘Servants’ Charter,”’ to a 
large extent will revolutionise domestic 
life in Germany. Under the old réqime 
all servant girls were compelled to own 
a “service book,’ in which were recorded 
every situation that they had held, their 
characters, and a police stamp on every 
change of employment. When the revolu- 
tion came this book was abolished, but 
the powerful housewives’ unions ever s:nce 
have been agitating for its re-introduction ; 
and in one of the twenty-six paragraphs 
of the new Charter they have won a partial 
victory by the institution of a servant's 
identity card bearing her photograph and 
the police stamp. Indeed, this is the only 
paragraph which gives offence to the 
servants. Elsewhere the Charter watches 
their interests with sympathetic care. At 
least nine hours’ sleep must be given to 
all indoor servants, and ten hours if the 
girl is less than eighteen years old. This 
provision is intended to be a compromise 
upon the vexed question of the eight-hour 
day. Girls also must be given four hours’ 
recreation every week-<lay, and “from 
three o'clock every other Sunday.” 
According to the Special Correspondent 
of The Observer, women trained as factory 
inspectors will visit houses about which 
complaints are made, and will ensure that 
proper food and sleeping accommodation 
are provided by the employers. It is hoped 
that by these reforms more girls will be 
induced to enter domestic service. In old 
days the German servant had the highest 
of reputations, and many people in 
Switzerland, and particularly the Canton 
of Zurich, imported German girls into 
their kitchens. To-day, however, the 
servant girls have dwindled in number to 
a mere 12 per cent. of German bouseholds. 
Perhaps, the impressive name of “ house- 
hold ‘official,’’ as she is designated in the 
Charter, will convince the domestic servant 
of the dignity of her calling. 


Dartmoor Ponies. 


The Dartmoor ponies, with their 
Shaggy coats, have delighted all those 
Who have walked or driven across 
the Moor. Indeed, the knowledge that, 


in all probability, the engaging animal 
was doomed ultimetely to a life of 
Slavery in a coal pit often has cast a 
shadow over the brightest day. It seems, 
however, that the mechanisation of the 
coal mines is ousting the Dartmvor ponies 
from their chief sphere of usefulness. In 
more leisurely days other work was found 
for them in governess carts and jingles, 
but now little remains which they can do, 
and in a few years they may be approac!r- 
ing extinction. The annual sale of the 
ponies at Princetown was one of the vreat. 


i gatherings of Devonshire, and very often 


a baby pony was sold for as,little as a 
single shilling. Widely differing prices 
ruled in various years. but seldom, if ever, 
did the best pony fetch more than three 
or four pounds. It will be a great pity if 
they are allowed to die out altogether, 
although we coniless that occasionally they 
can be a great menace to traftic. On a 
misty dav—and mists are common on the 
Moor— many motorists have been horrified 
to see the shaggy forms loom up 
suddenly a few yards from the radiators 
of their cars. Also, their tendency to 
cross the road unexpectedly, when they 
had given every indication that they were 
going in the opposite direction, has re- 
sulted in more than one serious accident. 
Nevertheless, few would wish them to be 
absent, and we hope that there will be 
always a few survivors, at Jeast, to cladden 
our eyes, when next we take the road from 
Moreton Hamstead tv Tavistock. “The 
march of science, petro] pumps and oil- 
filling stations have robbed the English 
country-side of much of its beauty; and 
the few pleasant things that are left are 
worthy to be preserved, even if they are 
commercially useful no longer.

All 
the vantage points—Southsea, Ryde, Gos- 
port and Cowes—were crowded ‘by the vast 
multitudes who poured in by road, rail, 
sea and air from all parts of the country 
and abroad. Thousands spent the night 


walking the streets or sleeping on the 
beaches, and many who sought better 
accommodation found themselves com- 


pelled to pay up to five guineas for a tiny 
room for the night. 
During the race the crowd on Southsea 


beath was estimated at five hundred 
thousand. Many on the water’s edge took 
the precaution of wearing bathing 


costumes; for the tide was rising, and 
some actually saw the machines flash past 
while standing waist-deep im the waves. 

Never before had Gosport seen so many 
and threé hours before the race 
began it was estimated that over ten 
thousand had taken up their places along 
the beach. By 1 p.m. the entire golf 
course at -Alverstoke-had been filled as 
well ; over 250 special trains from Victoria 
and Waterloo also poured in their quota 
of onlookers. 

The vast throng cheered themselves 
hoarse as each competitor droned past, but 
those cheers were as nothing to the mighty 
roar which went up when Britain’s victory 
was announced. There was another cheer 
of sympathy, too, for the Italians, who 
were dogged by cruel luck. 

At the Calshot Air Station the victory 
was. greeted with delirious joy. by the 
mechanics and engineers, who for weeks 
have toiled day and night to bring the 
machines to perfection. Many of them 
danced and sang, and all of them talked 
and cheered.

Three lives were lost and two persons were 
injured as the result of a fire which 
destroyed an aeroplane of the London- 
Karachi air mail service, when it 
landed at Jask, on the Persian Gulf, 
on Friday night.

OFFICIAL STATEMENTS. 

The following oincial statement 
issued in London on Saturday merning :— 

‘Imperial Airways regret to announce 
that. after landing at Jask on Friday 
afternon, one of their aeroplanes caught 
fire and was totally destroyed. As a 
result, the pilot (Captain A. E...Wooc- 
bridge) lost his life and: others sust-ined 
burns, but if is believed that they are 
not serious. The mail was destroyed.”’ 

In a later official statement, Imperial 
Airways said :— 

“From further information just received 
it is learned that a passenger (Mr. Y. G. 
Bell) and a member of the Imperial Air- 
ways. staff (Mr. Court) are also dead. Two 
members of the crew of the machine— 
Mr. H. “ourne, wireless operator, and 
Mr.. H.. C..Amer, flight engine were 
burned, but not seriously, and are pro 
gressing favourably.” 

FIRE ATTRIBUTED TO WING-TIP 

FLARE.

KARACHI, Saturday. 

The cause of the disaster to the air 
mail liner, which crashed at Jask last 
night on its way here, has not as yet been 
detinitely established: As far :; can be 
ascertained at present, it was due to a 
wing-tip flare setting fire to the wing of 
the aeroplane, which was making a night 
landing. The 1schine almost imme- 
diately became a flaming inferno, i: which 
one passenger and a spare mechanic 
nained Court were trapped and !~rned to 
death.

HOW THE MAIL IS RUN. 

As the result of inquiries made in 
London on Saturday Jast, it was learned 
that the air mail. aeroplane was due to 
arrive at Karachi on Saturday afternoon. 
The mail left Croydon on the morning ol 
Saturday, óálst August. The machine 
which crashed was a triple serew De 
Haviland Hercules, and was taking the 
mail on the last stage of its flight from 
Cairo to Karachi. 

The India air mail is run in_ three 
sections, and with three different types of 
machines. “The first stage of the flight, 
from Croydon to the Mediterranean, 1s 
made in triple-screw Armstrong-Siddeley 
air liners. The Mediterranean section, 
being over water, triple-screw Jupiter all- 
metal. flying boats are used. The type of 
machine which crashed is used from 
Cairo across the desert to Karachi. 

Tt is understood that the machine was 
carrying about 25,000 mail. packages, 
weighing something like five or six cwt. 

It was exactly five months ago on 
Saturday that the England-India weekly 
air mail was imaugurated by the Imperial 
Airways. The first outward flight to 
Karachi, on April. 7, was made by the 


City of Jerusalem, and since then an 
almost uninterrupted service has been 
maintained. The second mail carried 
16,000 letters over the 5,000 miles route. 
During the first three months of the 
service -over five tons of mails were 
carried, and there has been a steady 


increase since that time. The journey 
from Croydon to Bagdad’ is accomplished 
in five and a half days as compared with 
twenty-three days by the — ordinary. 
Bombay sea route; six days to Basra 
against twenty-two days by sea, and 
seven days to. Karachi as compared with 
a sixteen days’ sea journey, Throughout 
the long flight the air liners are im con- 


stant radio communication with the 
ground. Each ’plane is equipped with 
the latest Marconi apparatus. 

THE PILOT’S RECORD.

The authorities are 
still unable to state the exact number, as 
apparently no list of passengers was com- 
piled -before the vessel sailed, but the 
higher figure is possibly nearer the mark. 
The police are at present making in- 
quiries concerning people missing both in 
Tammerfors and the surrounding dis- 
tricts. The rescued passengers are in such 
a state of utter exhaustion through shock 
and exposure that there has been no 
oficial interrogation, but the disaster, 
which took place with terrible rapidity, 
was clearly of an appalling character. 
The majority of the passengers were 
caught in a death-trap inside the vessel 
when the ship turned turtle a few minutes 
before she foundered. i 
Although the disaster happened just 
outside the harbour, into which a number 
of corpses eventually drifted, a high sea 
running rendered rescue work extremely 
difficult.

Commenting editorially on the race for 
the Schneider, Trophy, The Times to-day 
remarks :—For, the enormous crowds on 
board the ships in the Solent and lining 
the shorts of} the’ mainland! and island 
north and south of it the two tense hours 
of Saturday afternoon, during which the 
British and Italian. seaplanes were rush- 
ing round the lozenye-shaped course, were, 
for the most part, one long succession ol 
thrills and surprises.

new “records’’ which they have set up 
can ever be surpassed. Yet; in the space 
of only two years, the rate oí flyiny af 
which the last race for the Schneider 
Trophy was Won by the British airman, 
Flight-Lieutenant is. N. Webster, has 
heen increased. by forty-seven miles an 
hour, and it is not unlikely that to-day

miles an ‘hour. Who, then, will venture 
to prophesy what may be dome in another 
two years by the picked machines and 
pilots'of onc pr’ other of the competing 
nations? 

The triumphs of Saturday are, however, 
enough in themselves, without peering into 
the unknown future. It is true that the 
conditions of wind and water and, above 
all, visibilicy, the last oí which, in a high 
state of perfection is indispensable to, the 
holding. of these contests, were as favour- 
able as could be wished. None the 
for man to have so brilliantly eclipsed 
all his previous achievements in the air 
is a feat which all who had had a 
hand in the designing and piloting of these 
wonderful machines—and’ the nation to 
which they belong—may be quietly proud.

TWO CHILDREN: KILLED.

He 
auded perfectly, however, in the leg of the 
course irom Cowes to Ryde As regards 
Greig, he went very well, and he made a 
good take off.‘ This rather surprised him, as 
it ‘was his first take off with this machine 
with a full load. As the machine is well 
ovér two yeats old, he did extraordinarily 
well, since she lapped just over Webster's 
speed in Venice. She lapped 282.11 miles an 
hour, which is just over Webster's speed 
of 281. 

“ [ would like to call your attention to the 
extraordinarily consistent lapping that Greig 
did: his highest speed was 283.735 miles an 
hour, and his lowest 281.16.” 

Squadron: Leader Orlebar then turned to 
Greig and said a tew words to him, out 
Greig did not hear him.

ATCHERLEY'S DISQUALIFICATION.

- [I understand that he left the 
turn at the easterly point, or Hayling Island 
turn. If that is so, the reason why the 
protest is being made is that he did appear 
on that turning very wide, and that was 
because just after he got on the course he 
put his goggles off because they were oiled 
up, and hé put his head ont to make sure 
he was on the course In doing. so the 
goggles: were ‘blown off. Every pilot has a 
second pair, but before he could get these 
on he was rather off his course, and he 
passed the turn verv wide, about a mile out. 
The machine hit a little bit of rough wate) 
just after the first opening and * porpoised 
slightly. No serious dainage was done, and 
he took off very well, Atcherley brought 
her back and landed her im front of the 
pontoon, as was previously arranged. 

“ He did this verv well, indeed. None of 
the pilots felt any ill-effects from the high 
speed. the exhaust gases, or the turns. The 
trouble over Atcherley I am not quite certain 
about.”

“WHY WE LOST.” 

Lieutenart-Colonel Bernasconi, the captain 
of the Italian team, explained to a Press 
Association veporter the reason for the 
Italian's failure. '' The British pilots put up 
a wonderful performance,’ he said, ** and 
we were al' impressed by them, especially 
by their skill and daring. We realised that, 
like the Italian team, they had not had too 
much time thoroughly to test their machines. 
With regard to my own team, the enyines 
of the machines, not having been properly 
tested uwing to lack of Time, placed my pilots 
in a somewhat precarious position. The 
greatest point which caused their failure was 
in the engines.”’ 

(Colonel Bernasconi explained that the 
exhaust pipes had been placed on the a 
side of the 'planes in the way of the pilots. 
This ‘Catised the smoke of the exhwust tr 
blacken the wind screens. “I believe 
this difficulty was discovered by the 
British experts in their machines after 
the; Schneider race two years ago. The 
Italian | pilots, owing to the onstruction of 
their machines, sit further down in the covk- 
pits than the British» pilots, so that the 
smoke blackening the wind-screen was a 
greatfr menace to our men. ‘'t was realised 
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that the exhaust fumes would interfere with 
the pilots’ view,°and pipes for ventilation 
were put in to let the smoke out; but we 
had not had sufhcicnt experience of this par- 
ticular type of machine. The exhaust tumes 
were not only causing the wind.screens to be 
blackened and the pilots to,» be partially 
blinded, but. they were “also gassing the 
pilots. The machine in which Major de Rern- 
hardi broke the world’s speed record was In 
the charge of Dai Molin, who completed the 
cquise. he record, 1 believe, was adubted 
by some owing to the difference in lap times, 
and 1 think that record has now been vindi- 
cated. 

“The engines which failed were doing 400 
revolutions per minute fewer than they were 
capable of. ‘This was because they hadi not 
been properly tested, and because the pilots 
were afraid to let.them full out owing to the 
exhaust fumes. The machines they were 
tiying were capable of over 360 satlen per 
hour, we believe. Although the machines 
were not flying up to scratch, we hope that 
shortly we shall have a chance of proving 
their worth in a world’s speed record attempt. 
i shall consult with other officials to know 
whether it will be possible to make an attempt 
over here before going back, or whether we 
shall have to return to Italy and complete 
our tests of the machines belore making the 
attempt.”

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ATTACK ON WORLD 
“RECORD.” 
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CALSHOT, Sunday. 

Great Britain is to make an immediate 
attempt to capture the world air speed record 
for three kilometres, now held by Major De 
Bernhard: for Italy, who attained a speed of 
518} miles an hour. To claim a new world 
record, this speed must be éxceeded by five 
miles an hour. 

Flight Lieutenant Kinkhead was killed 
while endeavouring te achieve this distinc: 
tion for England. Flight Lieutenant D'Arcy 
Greig, undaunted by the digaster to his 
comrade, made a bold bid for the honour a 
few months later. He exceeded Bernhardi’s 
record by over one mile an hour, and, there- 
fore, while he could not officially claim the 
world record, he did, in fact, fly faster than 
any living man up to that time. These 
records were easily smashed on Saturday 
over a much longer distance. 

There js reason to believe that the attempt 
on the three kilometre world record will be 
made by Squadron Leader Orlebar and pos- 
sibly Flight Lieutenant Stainforth, the two 
members of the high speed flight who did 
not participate in the Schneider race. 

Flight Lieutenant Stainforth had been re- 
served for the Gloucester Napier 6, the 
wonder ‘plane, which, following a series of 
ill-luck, could not be got ready in time for 
the race.

Through- 
out strenuous months of training he . bas 
ulways stood on one side, and given way to 
the daring young men he has trained; They 
now watt to see their captain hold what is 
considered to be the highest honour in the 
aeronautical world. The flight over the three 
kilometres is something even more spec- 
tacular and thrilling than the flight over 
the Schneider course. The pilot is allowed to 
make a dive from one thousand feet before 
he begins the horizontal flight over the 
measured course.

“THE MILITARY PAGEANT. 

TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, — 

Nin.—I feel that it would be both unfair 
‘and ungracious on my part to refrain from 
‘replyulg to your well-reasoned and reasonable 
‘editorial on the historical pageant of the 

Military ‘Tattoo. You have stated the case 
for the inclusion of certain other groups in 
ithe ‘outline of Ivish military distery, and 
vóu have stated it ably and well. ‘There is, 
however, the case against. 1 accept your 
arguments as being put forward in all 
sincerity and as the honest expression of 
opinions which are held by a not inconsider- 
able gection of the Irish people. Nevertheless, 
I must point out that, where your arguments 
fail to convince me, the failure. is due to 
the faets of history and not to your presenta- 
tion of them. i 

In your editorial you speak of certain 
omissions as being ‘astonishing and even 
ludicrous."’ ‘Io me, however. those omissions 
would only become ‘astonishing and 
ludicrous” if they were included. (I make 
posterity a present of the “bull ) You 
would have us include, in a pageant of Irish 
military history, a iepresen‘ation’ of the 
Irishmen who “moved to death with military 
glee” in the battles that broke Napoleon's 
power, But what of the group which, in the 
present pageant, represents the men who 
obtained the aid of Napoleon in a war which 
was to break England’s power’? Marshal 
MacMahon and the Duke of Wellington might 
march side by side; but could we re-enact 
‘the Charge of the Light Brigade “ as a 
part of Irish military history merely because 
there were lrishmen in it? 

You would, I take it, have us include a 
representation of the Dublin Fusiliers whose 
fame, during the Boer War, was sung by 
Kipling; but, if we did that, why should we 
not include a representation of, say, Major 
MacBride and the other Irishmen who fought 
for the Boers’ You would have us picture 
that splendid battalion of Irishmen which 
saved the English Army in the retreat from 
Mons; but what of Roger Casement and his 
lrish Brigade in Germany; or, better still, 
w'sit of that splendid brigade of Irish troops 
which defeated the flower of the English 
Army at Fontenoy? We might include 
representations of the Royal Irish and 
Munster Fusiliers who were sacrificed on the 
altar of English military incompetence in 
Gallipoli; but what of the Connacht Rangers 
who laid down their arms in India as a 
protest agamst English atrocities m Ireland? 

It would be necessary, on your own reason. 
ing, to include a represeniation of the Insh 
men who fought in the British Army against 
the American colonists; but it would also be 
necessary to represent that “nearly 50 per 
cent’’ of Washington's army which fought 
against England. Similarly it would be 
necessary to represent the Irish soldiers who 
fought on both sides in the American Civil 
War. South America would also have to be 
represented. An Irish Brigade (in which 
Daniel O'Connell's son held a commission) 
fought under Simon Bolivar in the war for 
the liberation of Venezuela and Columbia. A 
similar body of Irishmen fought under San 
Martin and Bernardo O’Higsins for the 
liberation of Argentine, Chile and Peru. 
These. weuld make picturesque groups in a 
military pageant; but what a farce it would 
become when we pui alongside them the 
descendants of the “ Wild Geese “ who fought 
in the service of royalist Spain against the 
liberators of South America. San Martin's 
aide-de-camp wes an Irishman named O'Brien. 
(\ne of the ablest of Spain's generals who 
opposed San Martin was also an O’Brien. 
We might balance this last with a representa- 
tion of another Irishman, VVilliam Brown. 
who chased the Spaniards off the Argentine 
seas. 

Unfortunately, however, alone with our 
4 fighters for liberty in every clime ’’ it would 
be negessar; in the interests of historical 
accuracy to represent the Irish soldiers who 
fought against the Dutch when Holland was 
struggling for independence, and against the 
Italians when Italy was engaged in a simila 
struggle.  Nor'could we close our eyes to the 
fact that many of the Auxiliaries, of more 
recent memory, were also Irishmen. It would 
I am sure, be possible to call to mind mer 


more who, on vour reasoning, are entitled to 
representation in the Military Pageant: but ] 
think [ have said enough to show that the 
exploits of individual Irishmen who. whatever 
their ideais or intentions. participate in 
foreign wars as memiers of foreign armies, on 
armies over which the people of Ireland have 
no control, are not necessarily a patt of Irish 
military history:.—Yours, etc..

Lieutenant’s wife to return his wife’s call 
than he would from the vicissitudes of his 
cause.”’ I .said nothing of the kind 
O'Connell did certainly resent the marked 
discourtesy shown to Mrs. O'Connell by the 
Viceroy’s wife, when he was himself being 
flattered by Dublin Castle. But it is absurd 
to describe such resentment as “snobbery’’; 
and to suggest that O'Connell was more 
concerned with his private afiairs than with 
the cause to which he had devoted his life is 
a ridiculous contradiction of the facts, 
Curiosity eompels me to raise a further 
point. Our reviewer quotes my statement 
that O’Connell’s parents were married in 
a Protestdnt church ‘‘ because Catholic 
marriages were not recognised as legally 
valid.’"

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FASTEST MOTOR CYCLE 
RACE IN THE WORLD. 
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814 MILES AN 
HOUR, 
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‘The Ulster Grand Prix Motor Cycle Race, 
which was brought to issue over the Clady 
circuit in County Antrim on Saturday, wi 
long be remembered for the thrilling three 
cornered fight in the 500 c.c. class, a fight 
that lasted for over one hundred and seventy 
miles of the two hundred and fifty miles of 
the race, and almost eclipsed every other item 
of interest in the contest. For the second 
year in succession Grahame Walker, oí 
Coventry, on a Rudge-Whitworth machine. 
gained the victory, after a tremendous 
struggle, and, once again, put up a “ record ' 
for the fastest speed at a sia a motor cycle 
race has ever been ridden: in the world. 

With its usual extraordinary Juck in the 
matter of weather conditions, the Ulste: 
Cycle Club were favoured with tropical 
weather. The sun blazed down, and only the 
faintest of breezes occasionally stirred the 
flags above the grand stand at Carnaughlis. 
The great heat had one serious drawwback, 
however, for it “drew’’ the tar out of the 
roads, making the surface rather sticky along 
the straights and somewhat treacherous on 
ihe corners. Apart from this, the twenty 
and a half miles circuit, with its seven-mile 
straight from Muckamore to Clady Corner, 
first class condition. Immense 
crowds lined the course, not the least 
remarkable feature being the great army 
of pedestrians, including men, women and 


THE START. 

Well before the mid-day, the time fixed for 
the start, the course was cleared of spectators, 
and they were safely seated in their vantage 
points along the banks and ditches. As the 
hour for the start drew near the sixty-eight 
starters—the entry list had been reduced by 
twelve—were lined along the side of the road- 
way, with their machines in single file; the 

e.c. class in front, the 350 c.c. class next, 
und the 250 c.c. class in the rear. The pass- 
ing minutes were notified to the tense long 
line of riders. en the maroon fired, and 
instantly the line sprang into roaring life, and 
swept past the stands with a shattering roar. 
In order that the three classes should finish 
approximately together, the biggest class were 
required to complete twelve laps, the 350 c.c. 
class eleven laps, and the 250 c.c. class ten 
laps. 

In less than half a minute from the fall 
of the flag a painful silence had once more 
falien over the grand stand. Then the loud 
speaker announcer informed us that the field 
had reached Aldergrove, with G. FE. Neté 
(Rudge) in the lead, closely followed . by 
Grahame Walker (Rudge), C. J. Williams 
(Raleigh), and Stanley Woods (Norton). In a 
ew seconds over fifteen minvtes the leaders 
swept past the grand stand. Four riders were 
elmost in a bunch. Williams was in front of 
Nott, with Walker and Woods just behind, 
All four had averaged over eighty miles an 
hour from a standing start. There was quite 
an appreciable interval before the rest of the 
field went past in a long, roaring —in 
singles, in bunches. and. in strings. 

' THE SECOND CIRCUIT. 

In the 350 ec. class 8. A (Crabtree 
(Excelsior) had already established a com- 
manding lead of forty-one seconds over Corry, 
a Belfast rider of a Velocette, who was 
closely followed by L. H. Davenport (A.J.8.}. 
In the small class L. C. Crabtree (Excelsior) 
and F A, Longman (O.K. Supreme) were well 

hind 8. Gleave (S.G.8.). In both the mall 

asses very high speeds were being main- 
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tuined, the ledder of the 350’s averaging 75.8 
miles an honr, and of the 250’s 66.01. 

Next time round, the end of the second 
cirecuit, Williams had. dropped out of the 
running in the 500 c.c. class, but the dog- 
fight went on as merrily as ever. Walker and 
Nott, both on. Rudges, roared round litera-iv 
side by side for the next three laps, with 
Stanley Woods hanging grimly to their tails, 
ready to pass and to efip into the !-ad .t the 
slightest slackening of speed. Never was he 
more than fifty yards behind them. ‘chen Ut! e 
time-keeper reported that his number plate 
was not legible and asked that it shonid be 
cleaned when next he stopped at his pit’ A 
stop to re-fuel caused him to lose just a 
minute to the Rudge pair, but at tle end of 
the fifth lap they both came into their pits 
for petrol; so that Woods caught them 

A GREAT DUEL. 

When half of the distance had been covered 
Walker stil] led, with Woods and Nott riding 
neck and neck, seven seconds behind him. 
Then Woods shook off Nott and closed with 
Walker, passing the stands five yards behind 
him at the end of the seventh lap. Nott was 
right behind, fourteen seconds away. Feverish 
excitement prevailed round the course as this 
wonderful duel was fought out at terrific 
speed. With four laps to go Woods was 
actually a yard or two in front of Warker 
as they came past the timing-box. Woods 
stopped to refuel, and Notts passed twenty 
seconds later ‘ ’ 

The trio then became separated. Nott 
crashed soon afterwards, and was put out of 
the race, and the next time round Walker 
wa: 1 minute 45 seconds ahead of Woods. 
Perey Hunt (Nortor) now appeared on the 
leader-board in third place behind Woods. 
Walker put in a very fast cireuit at over 
eightv-one and a half miles an hour, and led 
Woods by 2 minutes 7 seconds, with two laps 
to go. Woods,‘ riding magnificently despite 
the fact that his gearbox had gone out of 
order, and that he could only use his top 
gear, was fighting a losing battle. At every 
corner he lost valuable seconds, and soon 
Hunt passed him. Grahame Walker was now 
safe for a win, with a comfortable lead and 
his most dangerous opponent crippled. At 
the start of the last lap he led Hunt by 
nearly three minutes, with Woods nearly 
half a minuté behind the !atter. 

And so, a lap later, finished this magnifi- 
cent contest, with Walker the winner at the 
record speed of 80.63 miles an hour, Percy 
Huut being second and Stanlev Woods third. 

THE OTHER CLASSES. 

The 350 c.c. Class had proved a triumphal 
precession for L. H. Davenport (A.J.S.), who, 
from being third at the end of the first lap, 
took the lead on the next circnit and main- 
tained it with a comfortable, though not too 
safe, margin right to the finish, He was 
followed throughout the race by G. E. 
Rowley (A.J.S.) and B. G. Corry (Velocette’. 
who eventually secured second and third 
places. Davenport also contributed a 
“record” to his class, his average speed 
being 76.23 miles per hour. 

In the 250 c.c. Class Gleave was soon 
deprived of his leadership, G. FE. Himing 
(Zenith) taking that position at the end of 
two laps, and F.._ A. Longman (O K. Supreme) 
at the end of three laps. From this point 
onwards Longman finished six and a quarter 
minutes in front. of TL. €. Crabtree, with 
Himing in third position.

Reports from the majority of districts 
throughout the country indicate that pas- 
tures, many of which have become parched 
and bare during the long period of drought, 
improved very considerably under the in- 
fluence of the rains during August, and at 
the end of the month were everywhere carry- 
ing a thick sole of herbage. Aftergrass also 
made good progress generally, ‘Reports from 
some districts, however, state that, owing to 
the frequent rains and the comparative 
absence of sunshine, the grass is rather soft 
and Jacking in nutritive properties, 

Live-stock of all descriptions responded to 
the more favourable conditions; and at the 
end of the month were healthy and thriving. 
Except for a few isolated cases of “‘ hoose,”’ 
none of which proved serious, there were no 
reports of disease. Dairy cattle were not 
troubled with the “' fly,” and, with few excep- 
tions, milk yields were well mrintained. It 
's reported from County Wexford that sheep,

HAY YIELDS. 

First and second crop hay was saved in 
excellent condition, and iat the close of the 
month was in almost every case safe in the 
haggards. ‘The yield generally was hardly up 
to average, particularly in cases where the 
fields were grazed late; On the other hand, 
largely improved yields were obtained tn 
cases where the lands had been treated early 
in the year with artificial dressings. Old 
meadows, where top dressed, and not grazed 
too long, also yielded well. Other meadows 
gave an average yield. Owing, however, to 
the rainy weather during the month, the 
process of saving late meadows was difficult, 
and some loss occurred. On the whole the 
supply of hay of all kinds proved rather 
below the average, although in point of 
quality it was better than usual, 

First crop hay sold during the month at 
from 60s. to 80s. per ton. In County Clare 
prices for standing hay varied from 50s, to 
100s. per statute acre. Indications would 
favour ‘the belief that hay will be dear m 
spring, and farmers would be well advised te 
conserve their supplies from the outset, and to 
make timely provision by sowing a greater 
area of winter catch crops for increasing their 
supply of spring feeding. 


GRAIN CROPS. 

Much of the winter-sown wheat was cut and 
harvested durmg the month. The crop 
ripened well and evenly, and gives hope of 
a good vield both in straw and grain. Spring- 
sown wheat also promised well, but in most 
cases will not be fit for cutting until early in 
September. 

The harvesting of oats began in the middle 
of the month, and cutting was general at the 
close, except in Western counties, where heavy 
rains held up this work. Indications at the 
close of the month pointed to a good crop 
of average yield and quality. The harley 
harvest was just beginning in the principal 
barley-growing districts at the end of the 
month. The crop promised well in most 
places, the head being long, and the grain 
plump and well coloured. Comparatively 
little lodging was reported. On the whole. 
the prospects of the cereal crops were reported 
generally to be distinctly favourable. 


THE FLAX CROP. 

The pulling of the flax crop in counties 
Monaghan and Cavan was well advanced. and 
m counties. Cork and Donegal was completed, 
at the end of the month. Generally speaking. 
the crop pulled well, there being a good 
length of straw. In County Donegal retting 
was completed, and most of the crop was on 
the spread or in “‘gaits.’’ Reports generally 
indicated that the flax bulked well, and a 
rather better than average yield of fibre is 
anticipated, Scutching will not begin for 
some weeks. Among the varieties grown, 
J. W. 8. appeared to give outstanding results. 


POTATOES. 

The main potato crop grew out well, and. 
althougheblight made its appearance around 
the beginning of the month, and spread 
rapidly, only unsprayed crops had suffered 
any ill effects at the close of the month. 
Spraying this year is reported to have been 
more generally and more efliciently carried 
out than usual, many crops having been 
sprayed a third time. Conseqtently, the 
disease did comparatively — little damage. 
Indications generally at the close of the 
month pointed to a more than nsually heavy 
yield of tubers of better than ‘average 
quality. 


MANGELS, TURNIPS AND BEET. 

All reot ¢rops made Satisfactory progress 
during the month. Mangels and turnips 
looked well, and gave promise of a satis. 
factory yield, well up to the normal in size. 
The only complaint recorded is that the 
mangel crop showed a larger than ustal num. 
ber of ‘‘ bolters.”” Fewer cases than usual 
were reported of finger-and-toe disease. Sugar 
beet also made excellent progress, and a 
satiSfactory yield in bulk and quality is 
anticipated, 


CATTLE FAIRS. 
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“TRADE GENERALLY SLOW. 


The most of the cattle fairs held in the 
tountry during August were of small to 


average dimensions. The catile offered for 
salawere of the usual type, consisting mainly

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The general health of flocks was well maim 
tained during the month, complaints of fi 
disease b: ax comparatively very rare, 
no reported fatalities. Average numbers 
sheep of all classes were on offer at 
provincial fairs held during the mon!
